LOSS OK ENEItOY. 

To the engineer the smoke rolling 
and billowing out of the power-house 
Chimney is just like so many dollars 
taking wings from the company's 
slrong-hox. The smoke escaping from 
a steam plant Is composed of nearly 
HO per cent, or the heat energy of the 
coal which Is being bunted. This en- 
ergy Is lost In the tiny particles of 
coal and carbon which escape up the 
chimney.

So, for every $111 s|ient for 
coal $6.50 is lost up the ch|mney,

ly 99 per cent. <>r Ihe original coal en- 
emy Is lost In transmitting this energy 
Into heat, from heat to steam, from 
steam to electricity, and in transmit- 
ting the electricity to your home. The 
efficiency of the electric lamp is onlj 

5 per cent. -In othrr words, the lamp 
turns into light ft per cent, of the 
energy It receives and wastes 92 pi r 
cent, of It in useless heat.

That an epithelioma, which, !ntcr- 
prctated, is a skin cancer, can he cur- 
ed by Ihe application of sunlight 
through an ordinary magnifying glass 
la the positive assertion of Dr. H. T. 
Seelye in the New York Medical 
Journal. 

Dr. Seelye avers that cases of un- 
doubtedly malignant growths which 
had resisted "every known kind of lo- 
cal treatment, including the X-ray and 
radium emanations," by cancer spe- 
cialists for from three to twelve years 
yielded readily to his sun-burning- 
glass method, and were apparently 
cured permanently within six weeks; 
this amazing result taking place In 
most cases Without the healed sur- 
faco leaving even a scar. 

Briefly, his mode of procedure, which 
has certainly the merit of cheapness 
and universality. Is as follows: The 
clear sunlight is focussed, by means 
uf an ordinary magnifying or reading- 
glass such as may be purchased for 30 
cents or less, directly upon the sore for 
ten or llftoccn minutes at a sitting. If 
a scab is present the rays are concen- 
trated on it until the patient com- 
plains of the burning, when the focus 
is quickly lengthened so as to cover 
with the rays an urea of an eighth of 
an Inch or more beyond the scab. 

Every few minutes the burning is 
reinduccd for a second, though short 
of the degree of cauterization, and 
then is applied more mildly. After 
about ten minutes' treatment the. scab 
darkens, loosens and finally drops off 
Then Is the time for the powerful ap- 
plication of the rays upon the now raw 
anil bleeding ulcer, and this Is done 
so as almost to cauterize the base, 
the pain of the burning tielng dulled 
bv a previous application to the sore 
a few granules of powdered cocaine. 

The above simple, though vigorous, 
sun-treatment, followed by milder 
treatments at intervals of from three 
to seven days, will, according to Dr. 
up, 1 S(elve. usually complete the cure with- 
in six or eight weeks, either by kill- 
ing the Irritating germs responsible for 
the growth or by destroying the low- 
grade cells whose vitality cannot re- 
sist the Intense heal or the terrifically 
rapid ethereal vibrations set up by the 
chemical light rays. At all events the 
scabs gradually become thinner and 
moro superficial, and the sore bleeds 
less alter their removal, until at lasl 
a he.-ilihy and permanently normal skin 
is left with scarcely n faint scar t 
show the growth's former situation. 

Or. Seelye adds that any ordinary 
dusting powdi r, such ns talcum, boric 
acid or bismuth, may be sprinkled over 
the scab at any time.

Infinitely finer than any of Shake- 
speare's otlur plays, thinks Mr. 
Fctherlnghafn, are King Lear and 
Othello. Hotter illustrations are the; 
of human nature, more direct In ap 
proach, free from underplots and ex 
cursions, they grasp the mind with 1 
master hand. Their painful Intensity 
is comparable only to the storms 01 
the tropical zone, in which there arc 
no silences. 

Brief summaries of tragedy 
shown In the lives of the outstanding 
ligures in the two plays followed, 
popular conceptions being disregard- 
ed, lago's villainy was tragical be- 
cause of the many elements In his 
character which go to the making of 
an idci.l man: Othello's Jealousy con- 
tained nothing petty, hut touched the

WENT THROUGrT SEASON WITHOUT A DEFEAT 

Replayed Game With Lachine Results in 9-0 Win— Team Made Fine Showing Against Montreal All-Stars — Prospects Are 

Bright For the Coming Season , 

Anions the minor sports at McGill, interest in which has increased by leaps and bounds in the last two or three years, English Rugby 
must take first place. Not only in McGill, but all oyer the country "Rugger" has been steadily gaining in popularity, both with the 
athletes and the general public. A couple of \ears ago only a lew people knew anything about the game, and still fewer played it. Now 
leagues are being formed all oyer the country and the game is in a state of nourishing success. 

Last year McGill entered a team in the Montreal English Rugby League. The XV, passed through a most successful season, making 
a fine showing against the Montreal All-Stars, besides winning the league championship, They passed through the league season without 
suffering a single defeat. True, the referee awarded a game to Lachine, but on the replay McGill signally defeated the suburban team. 

As a result of their good work application was made for a larger "M." The Athletic Committee at a special meeting on February

° n _J h ^ lks S' vi "S Day, Monday, October 20, after only one day's rest, the English RugbyistS lined up against the Montreal All- 
Stars, the Campus was a veritable morass, and as a consequence the game was not as fast as' it would undoubtedly have been under 
different circumstances. McGill handled the slippery ball very well, and the forward line played a fast game considering the mud. The 
half-time score was 5-0, and the game ended with McGill victors by an 8-5 score. Busby and Ross scored both McGHl's tries. 

The following Saturday the team played its third game in a week, meeting the strong Scottish team on the Campus. The field was 
heavy and soggy, and the play very close and even, McGill winning out by 6-0. Busby was rather seriously hurt in this game, but he 
was soon out again doing good work in the next match. The game' was featured with brilliant runs by Clarke and Busby, and the Red 
and White were in much better condition than in any of their previous engagements. Clarke and McPhail scored ties, the latter carrying 
four men across the line with him. This game practically assured the championship to the college team. 

In a second exhibition game against the All-Stars on the Campus, the result was a draw. "The McGill backs showed up in great 
form and as the field was dry the game proved exceedingly fast and interesting. Kenner. of the All-Stars, sustained a slight fracture of 
the skull, which necessitated his transportation to the Royal Victoria Hospital. At the call of time several men wished to continue the 
game, but as it was not a league fixture it was decided not to plav off the draw. 

On the 8th November the McGill aggregation journeyed to Lachine. The name was very rough and the Red and White players 
were badly used up after the match. The referee was not of International calibre and disallowed four tries by McGill, giving out the 
final result as 3-0 for Lachine. As Scottish won their scheduled match with the English, the defeat by Lachine gave the'ehampionship 
to the laddies in kilts. However, feeling very much dissatisfied and justly indignant at the way in which thev had been treated both by 
the Lachine players and the referee, McGill entered a protest which was upheld by the Rugby Union largely owing to the energetic work 
of President Bell-lrving and Captain Busby. The game was ordered to be replayed on the High School grounds at Notre Dame de Grace 
on the 22nd of November. 

In the replay the McGill XV. completely outclassed Lachine and returned home with the long end of a 9-0 score. The game grew 
rough towards the end, Lachine being the chief offenders in this respect. McGill's back division worked splendidly, and the forwards 
had Lachine at their mercy almost all the time. The only weak spot in the çame put up by the Red and White Fifteen was their place- 
kicking, which was poor. DesBrisay scored two tries, while Clarke, who played his usual brilliant game, scored the other one. 

A feature ot the last season was the way in which Rugby enthusiasts cropped up unexpectedly. Seeing a .trame in progress a crowd 
would collect which generally remained to the end, and very often came back to other games.' The team had nothing to complain 
about in the matter ot support, and in comparison with Intercollegiate Football there was quite a large attendance at every match played 
on the Campus. I he policy of the Countcil in cutting down the expenses of the minor teams did not hinder the English* Rugby Club at 
aUîjin fact, their gate receipts exceeded the expectations of even the most sanguine. This speaks well for the popularity of the English 



Code. 

Next year promises to hold equally good things in store for the McGill English Rugby Club; those lost by graduation will have plentv 
of capable and willing men ready to fill their places, and the prospects are bright for another Championship.

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MEN AND RAILWAYS 



In the administration of great engineering enterprise stability 
is the criterion of efficiency, and stability is measured fairly well 
by the stamp of man the organization itself develops for its own 
prospective requirements. When Lord Claud Hamilton spoke 
recently of the dearth of first-class men coming to the front cap- 
able of fulfilling the duties of general manager of a railway he 
condemned not so much the staff of the engineering and other de- 
partments — to which he referred — as the chairman and board 
who had failed to carry out their cardinal duty of training the 
men they need. He attributed the extinction of the British gen- 
eral manager species to the present system, which divides the 
various branches of the railway organization into watertight com- 
partments, and to the consequent lack of opportunity for a young 
man to see the multifarious requirements of a railway company 
steadily, and to see them whole. It is perfectly true that progress 
is delayed by the intervention of watertight compartments, but 
the retardation resulting from lack of organization within the 
compartments is often still more serious than the mere pressure of 
the bulkheads. In and about the works and offices of the railway 
companies of this country there are plenty of capable young en- 
gineers and others fully qualified, so far as their college training 
is concerned, to be developed into captains and generals in the field 
of railway working, construction, and maintenance. Their chances 
of promotion, however, are too frequently impeded by men 
whose technical knowledge is of the flimiest, and who arc conse- 
quently unable to grasp even the meaning of a specification. 

The first step towards reform must therefore be insistence 
upon a fair standard of technical knowledge for those in respon- 
sible positions; and the second must be the recognition that, how- 
ever high are the attainments of a novice from a technical school 
or college, such attainments are the mere base upon which the 
railway company itself, through its chairman and board of direc- 
tors, must fashion the man it wants. 



The tirudualns' meeting of the His- 
torical Club took place* as utinouncod, 
on Thursday evening.

Mr. Mathewson treated In a most 
interesting manner of his -Adventures 
as a Student In l'arls.'" There are few 
Canadian students in Paris, and of 
those Mr. Mathewson was the only 
one attending the Diplomatic School. 

Ufo as a student In Paris may be 
divided Into three parts. The System 
of Instruction, the Social Life of the 
Student, and the IVlvato Lite of the 
Student. 

The system employed in the Diplo- 
matic School Is far superior, said Mr. 
Mathewson, to that employed at McU-ill 
or.d other North American Collèges. 
Lectures are delivered in somewhat 
the same manner, but there Is ulso a 
complementary system of ''Studies In 
Application," as they ure called. These 
are semi-formal discussions hctwo.m 
professor and students. The professor 
ask the tudent miction which, if they 
cannot answer, he does so himself. You 
are marked (or the Intelligence and 
knowledge which you display In an- 
swering. 

"Uut," continued Mr. Mathewson, 
■another side of student life requires 
attention. "This is the social rela- 
tionship existing between Students, In 
a French College there is practically 
no 'Esprit de Corps." Kadi man works 
and Uvea for himself. The cause of 
this may, perhaps, be found in the 
national characteristic of the French' 
man, individualism. Your neighbor In 
class neither knows nor cares who you 
are, or anything about you, till you 
am Introduced, perhaps, outside. Hut 
once Introduced, and you get to know 
the Frenchman well, there is no more 
hospitable man In the world. 

"But the private life of the foreign 
student living In l'arls Is not so full or 
Joys. Ills rooms lu some Tension' or 
other are usually more- or less cheer- 
less and cold, and he wakes up to 
look mi t upon an unsympathetic gray 
sky. The only redeeming feature of 
this waking being that II dois not 
take place till about 10 o'clock. Break- 
fast consists <>f n large cup of 'Cafe 
au Lait," and rolls. These are gen- 
erally taken In bed, and Wi re all that 
the student had till he sat down to n 
most excellent lunch at about halt* 
past twelve. 

In closing, Mr. Mathewson besought 
his audience to not lo think that his 
memories of l'arls were gloomy. "In- 
deed," Bald he, "often fond memories 
of gay Paris and of Parisian friends 
come to me in Idle moments, and these 
lines run through my head:— 

"Combien J'ai douce souvenance, 
Bu joli, Heu de ma naissance, 
Ma soeur! qu'Us étaient beaux. 
Les jours de Trance." 
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Professor ITarvoy drew a very vivid 
and complete picture of the life of .1 
llhodcs scholar In Oxford. 

Before spcuklng of Oxford itself, hi 
told of the life of Pn-il Rhodes, tin 
giver of the scholarships. 

Cecil Rhodes was the ninth son of 
an English vicar. Wen kin health, he 
was sent out to Joi nan elder brother 
on a sheep farm In South Africa 
During this time his great wish was 
to get n. university education — at Ox- 
ford, lie Joined In the rush to th« 

Klmberley gold mines, and soon made 
sufficient to put him through Ox 

ford, but such was his health that he the next mu ling. 



was forced Lo return frequently to 

South Africa, to recuperate, and it 
was 8 years before he returned tin- : 
ally to South Africa with the educa- 
tion which helped so much lo make 
South Africa a part ol the British Km- I 
pire. 

Renumbering his trials in getting I 1 
Oxford, he wllll- d his fortune at his 
death lo provldo for scholarships to 
Oxford. These scholarships are given) 
annually to some to students trop* 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, the 
United States and C.cnnany. 

The Rhodes scholar, When he is 
elected, la given his choice of the col- 
lege, which he is to attend. Arriving 
here during October, he is shown his 
room by the porter, and is issisted in 
making himself comfortable by a ser- 
vant, or "scout." as they are called. 
The dormitories are situated In a 

building which encloses a large quad- 
rangle. To each door opening Oil this 
quadrangle, there are some six or 
eight apartment* of rooms, each for a 
modem, and each "star" has a com- 
mon servant. 

The Oxford student is not bothered 
with roll-calls at every lecture, but 
must sign up S mornings of the week 
at eight In the morning. Alter this 
he. Is free to do whatever he chooses. 
The lecture hours of students of I en 
fall us low an tive Imurs a. week, and 
the remaining time is spent either in 
sport, private studying or loallng, On- 
ly twenty-four weeks of the year arel 
spent aï the university, but there is| 
regular work assigned for the holi- 
days; the greater pari of the work, 

Indeed, being accomplished during 
vacation. For sport the student may 
Join any of the athletic clubs he wish- 
es, the rowing club, being perhaps the 
most import. ud. The great even! of 
the college year being the rowing races 
between oxford ami Cambridge. 

Willi regard to examinations, which 
are ever present In the Canadian stu- 
dents' mind, the Rhodes scholar i< 
differently situated. At Oxford tin 
only examinations lake place al t! <■ 
end of the last year, and embrace tin 
whole of the work, taken up during 
the students' residence.
